INCE 1905, when Arthur. Macdonald, 
in one of the world’s first six-cylinder 
' cars, travelled at 104.65 m.p.h. on Daytona 
Beach, Englishmen have played a more 
prominent part than any other nationality 
in the history of the world’s speed record. 

Macdonald’s car was one of the original 
18 h.p. six-cylinder Napiers sponsered and 
championed by 8. F. Edge. Before being 
taken to the United States it had won 
various hill climbs and speed trials in 
France. Its Daytona figures were not re- 
cognised as a world’s record, the United 
States A.A. not being a constituent club 
of the International Association at that 
time. 

Nowadays, the position is changed. The 
United States, since 1927, has been in the 
same position as European automobile 
clubs. Its records are world’s records; 
otherwise Daytona would not be the recog- 
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Sir Malcolm Campbell. 
nised oe for the recording of such 


extraordinary speeds as rave and 
Campbell have achieved. In addition, the 
importance of the old United States’ 
records is recognised by their inclusion 
(with an asterisk) in most lists of pre 
vious world’s records. 


TRAGEDY 


Fourteen times since 1920 has the record 
being broken—twelve times by English 
men, twice by foreigners. Malcolm, Camp. 
bell in 1925 raised the speed to 150 m.p.h. 
Then, after Parry-Thomas’s tragic effort 
at Pendine Sands to raise his own record 
of 1%0.624 m.p.h., the late Sir Henry’ 
Segráve became the greatest figure of all 
by exceeding 203 miles per hour at 
Dayténa. - 

Notwithstanding the faster speeds since 
achieved by Sir Malcolm Campbell, the 
public’s adulation wag lavished so 
generously upon Segrave that it has not 
been possible since to work up such a 
transcendance of enthusiasm, Two hundred 
miles per hour was a magic figure: Henry 
O’Neil de Hane Segrave was credited with 
knightly qualities of gallantry and 
courage, and he had made his record in a 
foreign land, this being the first time that 
an English car (apart from Macdonald’s 
Napier) had, been brought abroad to cap- 
ture the world’s land speed record. 


THE FIRST 


The first officially ‘timed and recognised 
world record was made by the Comte de 
Chasseloup-Laubat at Achéres on 18th 
December, 1898, his car being an electric 


Jeantaud. A month later the “ Red 
Devil,”’ Jenatzy—the  weitd - looking, 
bearded German, who won the only 


Gordon Bennett race held in this country 
—took another electric car of his own 
design to Achéres and captured the record, 
to be robbed of it on the same day and 
the same course by the Comté.

Campbell, with no financial agigec g had 
the first ‘‘ Blue Bird ” built, and, -un- 
deterred by the fate of Parry-Thomas, 
went to Pendine and reached 174.224 
m.p.h. In the meantime the Sunbeam 
Company had become interested, and 
Captain Irvine designed a car of 1,000 h.p. 
with which Segrave was to attack the 
record.

CORK, Thursday. 

T Cork County Councii meeting to-day, 
A Mr. D. L, Gorman presiding, the 
auditor's report for the half-year ended 
September 20th, 1954, was submitted. It in. 
dicated that the expenditure for the half-year 
totalled £340,948, while the receipts from all 
sources were £211,122. The Council's over- 
draft had increased from £142,642 in April, 

1934, to £272,468 on September 30th. 
The auditor referred to the cost of over- 


draft accommodation 


The report was approved and adopted 
without discussion. 

The Secretary reminded the Council of its 
decision to suspend rate collectors whu had 
not collected per cent. of their warrants 
by that day, The total amount of the war- 
rant now collected was 41, per cent. Nearly 
£20,000 had been collected in the past week, 
and members could assume that £70,000 
would be lodged durmg March. Twelve col- 
lectors had now exceeded the rejnired 50 per 
cent,, and a number of others had over 40 
per cent. The two worst were Castletown- 
bere, 145 per-cent.; and Macream No. 1, 
24: per cent 

The Castletown collector attributed to the 
breakdown of the fishing industry his failure 
to have a better return, 

When it was proposed and seconded that 
there be no suspensions for at least a month, 


Mr, J. Murphy, T.D., dissented. He 
excepted Castletownbere, where it was 
obviously impossible to collect the full 
motety. 


The Chairman said that twenty-six collec- 
tors had not reached fifty per cent., and if 
they suspended any rate collectors now they 
would gravely delay the collection, and 
would probably lose the credit notes alto- 
gether He appealed to the common-sense

BELFAST, Thursday. 

NEW cross-Channel vessel for the 
Belfast-Heysham service of the London, 
Midland and Scottish Railway—the last 

word in luxury. cross-Chapnel travel—was 
launched to-day from the South Yard at 
Belfast of Messrs. Harland and Wolff, Lid. 
The naming ceremony was performed by 
the Duchess of Abercorn. Those present at 
the ceremony included:—The Duke of Aber- 


corn, Governor of Northern Ireland; 
Lord Mayor of Belfast (Sir Crawford 


McCullagh, J.P.); the Right Hon. H. M. 
Pollock (Minister of Finance), Sir Dawson 
Hon. J. M. Andrews (Minister of Labour), 
the Executive, London, Midland and Scottish 
Railway Co.; Sir Harold Hartley, C.B.E., 
Vice-President of the Executive, London, 
Midland and Scottish Railway Co.; Mr. W. 
V. Wood, Vice-President of the Executive, 
London, Midland and Scottish Railway Co. 

In less than forty seconds the ship was 
afloat amid the cheers of hundreds of guests 
and workmen. 


The principal dimensions of the ship are— 
Length overall, 349 feet; breadth moulded, 


feet 6 inches; groas tonnage, about 3,700. 

Mr. F, E. Rebbeck, D.L., Chairman of 
Messrs, Harland and Wolff, Lid., submitting 
the toast of the vessel, ‘‘ The Duke of York.

He knew that they had 
been going through a period, together with 
the city, of severe depression, They rejoiced 
with them that that depression was lifting, 
and that now Messrs. Harland and Wolff had 
a staff of ten thousand employed. 

They desired their steamers to be factors 
in the increase of trading relationships be- 
tween the two sides, and for the development 
of the tourist traffic. 

Trade had improved in the last eighteen 
months, but had shown some slight signs 
of hesitancy of late. They rejoiced that 
Belfast was one of the bright spots in that 
recovery, and that the Heysham service was 
a real contributor to it.

BELFAST, Thursday. 
The Northern Minister of Agriculture (Su 
Basil Brooke, Bart.), speaking at Banbridge 
this afternoon, at the annual meeting of the 
West Down Unionist Association, said that 
he noticed that a deal of uninformed criticism 
had been directed against himself and the 
Ministry for allowing Messrs. Roche, of the 
Cork and Kerry Creameries, to start opera- 
tions in South Down and portions of South 
Armagh. 
“In the first. place,” continued’ the 
Minister, “I would like you to realise that 
my policy cafi only be governed by one 
principle, and that is to assist agriculture as 
a whole to the best of my ability. The areas 
in which Mr. Roche will operate have so far 
not had the benefit of any creameries, and 
hence they were unable to obtain advantage 
from the Milk Marketing Scheme. They were 
the areas where the greatest bulk of farmers’ 
butter was produced. 
“About last autumn Mr. Roche held 
vations meetings in the area concerned, and 
received such encouraging support that he 
was prepared to set up a central creamery 
in Newry, with auxiliaries in the area, 
Shortly after these meetings were started 
licences were applied for at Loughbrickland 
and in one or two other places, and were 
held up by the MiniStry pending develop- 
ment, It is untrue to say that the licences 
were refused, but had they been granted 
they would have made Mr. Roche's scheme 
for the setting up of creameries in South 
Down practically ‘impossible. 
“The position is, therefore, this: About 
six weeks ago Mr. Roche saw me personally 
and explained his scheme. The Ulster Agri- 
cultural Organisation Society were informed 
of Mr. Roche's scheme and invited to pro- 
duce.as comprehensive a scheme for the whole 
area, but they were unable to satisfy me 
that their scheme would carry out -the de- 
sired results, namely, the bringing of the 
milk scheme benefit to every farmer in the 
“area. 
“Tt has been suggested that I have 
favoured a Free. State concern as against an 
Ulster organisation. This is, of couse, un- 
true, I have favoured a firm which, in my 
opinion, would best carry out my policy of 
bringing as many farmers into the milk 
scheme as possible.” 
The Minister then dealt with grading, and 
said that, without grading, farm produce was 
frequently all bough. at the same price, 
irrespective of quality, and the good farmer 
was, therefore, penalised

MARSH’S YARD SHOOTING 


Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY said that the 


Minister for Finance, in introducing the yote, 


had not shown any courtesy to the Dail, or 
he would explain the necessity for tit vote 
and not show, as he had done, such abject 


ignorance. There was a puny sum off £100 
in costs to the Attorney-General, anf’ that 
showed that the Attorney-General and the 
advisers to the State had proceeded in the 
most foolish fashion in bringing prosecutions_ 
that could not be maintaimed. He asked 
why was there an extra £2,000 . for 
expenses of jurors, in view of the number of 
cases .that had gone before the . Military 
Tribunal. The country was faced with an 
expense of an extra £12,000 because the work 
of the Department of Justice was being 
shamefully done. The Attorney-General was 
not doing the work that he ought to do, and 
the deputy said that deliberately. ‘here was 
one principle of law that was well established, 
and it, was that if an individual took the life 
of another he must justify the taking of that 
life. The charge might be reduced to man- 
slaughter or to justifiable homicide, but where 
the hfe of a man had been taken there was 
a prima facie case for a charge of murder. 
In the incident in Cork im Marsh’s Yard, a 
body of men fired on a body of unarmed 
civilians. 

A FIANNA FAIL DEPUTY—Hear, hear. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY—These men 
in law were guilty of murder if the facts 
before a Court did not reduce the crime to 
manslaughter or justifiable homicide. The 
verdict of a Coroner’s jury that inquired into 
that case was a verdict of wilful murder. 
He went on to say that on the occasion 15 


men in a lorry got through a cordon 
of police, and the ultimate position 
was that they were in a yard, 


_where they could have been arrested. Instead ' 


they were fired on with rifles and revolvers; 
six men were wounded, and one murdered. 
He was glad to say that not a single uni- 
formed Guard disgraced himself on that 
occasion. : 

The DEPUTY SPEAKER—We are not 
discussing the Guards on this vote. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY said that 
even if there were a verdict of acquittal by 
the Coroner’s jury, the duty of the Attorney- 
General would have been to institute proceed- 
ings. How could there be any respect for 
the law? 


DEPUTY'S CHARGES 
Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY . said this 


happened because the men who were shot 
were political opponents and not allies of 
the present Government, and the Attorney- 
General, by his action, had made himself an 
aceessory after what was prima facie murder 
by not instituting proceedings: Were the 
Guatds to be licensed executioners?

He referred to the Dublin Corporation 
closing down its operations under the Small 
Dwellings Acquisition Act, and said that an 
authority like the Dublin Corporation, with 
its immense borrowing powers, should have 
no difficulty in raising money for housing 
purposes, ‘but in its. administration of the 
Act it imposed conditions that: were a real 
hardship to those anxious to avail themselves

MINISTER’S REPLY 

The Minister for Local Government said 
that in the period 1924-32 24,490 houses had 
been built according to Deputy Mulcahy. 
Just on 20,000 houses had been built in the 
past two years, and that fact demonstrated 
that the rate of building in the 1924-’32 period 
was not such as would overtake the necessity 
for houses, and would never have enabled 
them to deal with the slum problem or that of 
overcrowding. He hoped that under the pre- 
sent rate building within a measurable 
time they would overcome these problems. 
He himself was not satisfied with the pre- 
sent rate of building. He wished there were 
double the number of houses being built and 
double the demands being made on the State. 
It would take six and a half millions to com- 
plete the Government's present schemes, and 
even when that sum was spent they would 
have probably to come back for another six- 
and-a-half millions. He commended the work 
done by the City Manager of ‘the Dublin 
Corporation, but said that the City Manager 
had recently expressed qualms of conscience 
as to further facilities to private persons 
under the Small Dwellings Act. e (the 
Minister) had considerable sympathy - with 
that point of view, and would like to see the 
housing of the poorest classes dealt with first. 
The City Manager felt that that was his 
first duty. They wanted to take the cellar- 
dwellers out of the cellars and the slum-

THE USE OF BRICK 
With regard to the question of building in

Mr. CURRAN (U.I., Tipperary) said that, 
while the farmer was not getting a sufficient 
price for the gallon of milk, the price of butter 
to the consumer was too high.
